Sheriffs, Stewards, Bailies of Royalty, and Regality,and M1giſtrats of Burghs, To the effect the ſaids Judges may proceed againſt them ac- 
ling to Law : As a!ſo, the Sheriffs, and other Magiſtrats toiſaid, are hereby ordained to givean account ro His Mijeſties Privy Council 
ecember yearly, of their proceedings againſt thoſe Papiits, and Pizanatical Separatiſts, as they will be anſ{werable at theic high: peril. And 
the diligences done by the Sheriffs, Bailics of Regalities, and other Magiſtrats forſaids, may be the betrer enquiredinto by the Council, the 
pps of the reſpective Dioceſſes, are to [end exact doubles ofthe Lifts of the Papiſts,ar:d Phanaticks,to the Clerks of Privy Council,whercby 
diligences of che Sheriffs, and other Judges forſaids.may be coatrolled and examined, And to cut off all hopes, from Fopiſts and Phanaricks 
cir being imployed in O ffices and Places of publick Truſt, IT IS HER EBY STATUT and ORDAINED, thar the followine 0ath ſhal be
